Special Train is Delayed as 


DISPATCH) 
JASPER (Alta.) June 29.— 
Through an area twenty-five miles 
in width and of undetermined 
length in Central British Colum- 
er Val- 
ley, a plague of caterpillars has lit- 


; erally captured the country. Re- 


ports of this unique visitation were 
first brought here by the passen- 
gers and crew of a special train. 
Everything green or growing, 
with the exception of pine trees, is 


of tiny caterpillars. Poplar trees, 
which grow thickly along the rail- 
road tracks, have been stripped of 
their leaves and even bark. 
Fortunately the territory afflieted 


is not à farming country and is 
comparatively unsettled. The Small 
towns in the caterpillar area con- 
sist mainly of section houses and 
small frame railroad stations. The 
special train was said to have been 
delayed several hours, due to 
the hords of caterpillars piled on 
tracks and ties. 

Engines have been equipped 
with large boxes and speciai appa- 
ratus with which to blow, by com- 
pressed air, the small crawling in- 
sects from the tracks. One passen- 
ger describes the scene: 

“Imagine a sea of small furry 
caterpillars, extending as far as the 
eye can reach on either side of 
the track, shimmering and undu- 
lating in the afternoon sun: the 
little creatures packed as closely 
together as they can yet; traveling, 
ever traveling, in a seemingly end- 
less, seething mages. 

“Picture thousands and tens of 
thousands of poplar trees, a mighty 
forest, stripped naked of leaves 
and bark, standing peeled and bare 
ve miles wide. 

“Then try to imagine this swarm, 
this myriad of black caterpillars, 
each with its small yell or or- 
ange-colored dots, crawling steadi- 
ly, relentlessly, like the waters of a 
river, over a railroad right of way 
and every conceivable open space 
as far as the eye can reach, and 
no one knows how much farther. 

“IT had read of plagues of 
hoppers. and locusts in biblical 
times, but was net able to picture 
in my mind's eye a thing so broad- 


east and remorseless as this inva- 


sion of caterpillars. A person Who 
has not actually seen it cannot 


grasp the magnitude of this visita- 


tion 

The present plague of caterpil- 
lars is that firet to visit this sec- 
tion of Canada since one that hit 
the Edmonton wheat-growing area 
a few years ago. At that time 
field after field of standing grain 
was literally eaten down to the 
roots, barely a vestige of the stalks 


being left above ground. 


Trains are now running on time 
through the afflicted Area. This 
is possible because of the efficient 
sand and com- 
pressed air. The plague of cater- 
pillars is expected to run its course 
and disappear within a week or 
two at the latest.

SOAP MODELING 

Pupils in New York Achieve 

I.,nteresting Results 

Provided for 
Poor Children 


(EXCLUSIVE 

WASHINGTON, June 29. 
A novel method of encouraging and 
developing talent along the line of 
sculpture has been introduced into 
some of the schools of New York 
City. The pupils are supplied with 
ordinary white soap to be used for 
modeling, instead of the customary 
clay. The figures are fashioned 
with a sharp tool, and it is said the 
ivory-like surface and hard finish. 
of the soap make a pleasing fin- 
ished product after it has under- 
gone a simple smoothing process. 

In some of the schools rather re- 
markable talent has been developed 
and a wide variety of objects pro- 
duced. A few of these are a small 
figure of a child, a cow, a horse, a 
family of pigs in a sty, a group of 
field mice, and a pair of dancers. 
Showing that children refiect the 
trend of the times some have pro- 
duced very alluring vamps, One 
particularly ambitious child carved 
a reproducton of the famous pic- 
ture, “The Lord's Supper.” 

‘This new method of studying 
sculpture, besides bringing out the 
inherent ability of many children, 
some of whom are as young as 8 
or 10 years, is proving a popular 
diversion with the pupils. In one 
schoo] nearly a hundred pupils in. 
one class entered a contest con- 
ducted by the manufacturer of a 
well-known soap. A specially 
adept pupil in this art is said to 
have readily complied with any re- 
quest for a particular object. 

Not only is this new method be- 
ing introduced into schools but it is 
proving a boon to children among 
the poor who are not so fortunate 
as to have the more expensive toys 
and games with which to amuse 
themselves. A child may entertain 
himself for hours with a cake of 
soap and a knife. Here an op- 
portunity for the development of 
originality and the play of imagina- 
tion. In addition to this, even the 
cost of the soap need be no loss to 
the parent. The resultant parings 
may be used as soap flakes, and in 
a case of necessity even the object

' While the use of soap as a model- ‘ 
ing materia] is somewhat new, it is — 
no stranger than that used by Cor 


many of the foremost sculptors of | , 
America in their initial’ efforts. 
Many of them discovered their 
sculptural talent through the mer- 
est chance. 

John Quincy Adams Ward's first 
effort was made from a lump of 
clay which he and some playmates 
found one day in their neighbor- 
hood. He took this and fashioned 
from it a negro’s head and gave it 
the features of a slave living in 
that vicinity. 


STUDIED LAW AT FIRST 
However, he did not seriously be- 
gin the study of sculpture until he 
was about 20 years of age and had 
begun studying law. He worked 
with H. K. Brown for a number of 


years and it was during the period 
that he assisted in the famous 
equestrian statue of George Wash- 
ington which stands in Union 
Square, New York City. Later he 
executed many well-known sculp- 
tural works such as the equestrian 
statue of Gen. Sheridan in Wash- 
ington, D. C., and that of Gen. Han- 
cock in Fairmount Park, Phila- 
delphia. 

Henry Kirke Brown. under. 
whom Ward studied, first displayed 
artistic talent in sketches on his 
school slate and later in charcoal 
drawings on any convenient fence 
or wall. 

Frederick MacMonnies at the 
early age of 5 first revealed the 
talent which was later to make him 
famous. The story goes that he 
begged bits of dough from nis 
mother on her baking days, and 
from this he fashioned small 
figures. Later. ingtead of buying 
candy, he saved his pennies and 
bought white chewing gum or wax

Undoubtedly ' 
the experience and knowledge he 
gained in this manner stood him 
in good stead when he later seri- | 
ously took up the study of seulp- 
ture.

The Secretary intends to make 
a special point of studying cond!- 
tions in the building trades 
abroad, not only with the solution 
of the dispute between the plas- 
terers’ and bricklayers’ unions in 
this country in mind, but also with 
a view to working out changes in 
the new immigration law which 
would ald in solving labor short- 
ages in this country. 

The Secretary holds that under 
no conditions should foreign labor 
be imported into this country dur- 
Ing a strike of workmen over 
Wages or working conditions, but 
suggestions have been made to him 
that in a dispute between unions 
such as that between the plaster- 
ers and bricklayers there should 
be no hesitancy in permitting la- 
borers from abroad to come to 
this country to do the work that

FAVORS CONTRACT 

The Secretary's plan for revision 
of the immigration laws in this re- 
spect cals for elimination of the 
section of the present law which 
makes foreigners inadmissable to 
this country when they come here 
with the promise of a job or un- 
der contract to work. This clause, 
he feels, makes it impossible to 
get the most desirable class of im- 
migrants from abroad, the con- 
servative, steady type that is un- 
willing to run the risk of getting 
jobs after arriving here.

HE PRICE OF SUGAR 
The best time to scotch Democratic

sugar. However, the retail price was drop- 
ping steadily and President Coolidge could 
see no reason for putting that much more 
of a burden on the American sugar-beet 
growers when other commodities were still 
50 per cent higher than they were before 
the World War.

Bewhiskered Defendant Before Lunacy Commission Says

MEN CHOSEN ALMOST INVA- 
RIABLY HAVE HAD COL- 
LEGE TRAINING 


The fact that the General Elec- 
tric, the Westinghouse Company, 
the Western Electric and other 
large companies are picking col- 
lege men to train for their future 
executives explodes the old theo- 
ry that a man without an educa- 
tion has as good a chance to suc- 
ceed as the college- trained man. 
This fact. alone shows what these 
organizations think of their col- 
lege-trained’ men. John Milla, a 
prominent educator and engineer 
who hires the technical men for 
the Western Electric Company, 
and through that organization the 
American Telephone and Tele- 
graph Company, however, shows 
en inclination to look for some- 
thing more than technical train- 
ing. It makes little difference to 
Mr. Mills whether they are engi- 
neers or not, just so long as they 
have trained minds. Mr. Mille says 
in Radio Broadcast Magazine for 
July: “Tt look for six characteris- 
tics, without regard to the engi- 
neering course in which the stu- 
dent has been trained; and I ac- 
cept for the same opportunity men

Parts of the World 


Though the telephone itself is 
pretty much the same instrument 
wherever you find it, its use va- 
ries greatly, according to local cus- 
toms and conditions. 4 

Abyssinia no one is allowed 
to use the telephone directly. All 
messages must be written out and 
given to the operator, who shouts 
them into the transmitter at the 
top of his voice, so that everyone 
about can hear. 

In Japan most of the operators, 
or moshji-moshi, as they are called, 
are young girls; their average age! 
is about 14. Telephones with low; 
numbers get ape more experienced 
girls and better service than those 
with high numbers, especially low 
ones, are frequently purchased by 
those who are unwilling to wait 
perhaps years for the government 
to furnish service. The moshi- 
moshi girls are required to wear 
kimonos with shorter and scanter 
sleeves than their sisters. 

In Turkey, where women have 
for centuries lived a secluded 
life, there are few moslem op- 
erators. The work is done by 
Greeks, Armenians and Jews. As 
there are three Sabbaths observed 
in each week by Mohammedan, 
Jew and Christian, respectively, 
there is less telephone traffic on 
Fridays, Saturdays and Sundays 
than on the other days. 

In India most of the women op- 
erators are Eurasians, or mixed 
European and native stock, though 
many operators are men. 

In England an operator is a 

“telephonist.” 

In Russia it fs a penal offense to 
call one anything but “comrade” 
or “citizeness.” 

In Japan, on anewering a call, 
the operator says, ““Moshi-moshi,” 
which is the equivalent of “hello.” 
In England. 


Sweden the operator simply gives 
her own number, as 40.“ In Bel- 
gium the operator on completing 
the call says, “Talk.”

Telephone Connections on New 

York-Chicago Calis Made in 
Five Minutes 

There have recently been estab- 
lished in connection with the New 
Tork Chicago long-distance service 
an operating method and aéddi- 
tionel circuit facilities which per- 
mit of givng a very fast service. 
Over a period of three months the 
service records show that 76 


cent of the calls from New York 
to Chicago are connected or a re- 
port given that the called party is 
not available to talk, in five min- 
utes or less, and only 3 per cent 


took more than ten minues. Plans 
are being perfected for the intro- 
duction of a similar service from 
New York to various other far dis- 
tant points, such as Detroit, Cleve- 
land and Louis. 

The Bell system has also from 
time to time inaugurated a still 
faster and more convenient method 
for handling calls between points 
separated by 100 miles or less.

DURHAM IN DANCER > 
Ancient English Landmark Thea- 
ters to Slide into River Wear 


The rural beauty spot which in- 
spired Gray's “Elegy.” probably 


the most widely read poem in the 
language, has recently been saved 
from the activities of the builder. 
But now another “link with the 
past is in danger. 

This is Durham Castle, the west 
side of which, standing on the 
steep, sloping banks of the Wear, 
is now said to be in danger of 
slipping down into the river. This 
danger, however, can be averted 
if the necessary work is under- 
taken in time, and an appeal is 
being made for funds to save what 
is acknowledged to be one of the 
finest monuments of medieval times 
in the country. 

For over ninety years the castle 
has been part of the University of 
Durham, but it stood for long con- 
turies before that. As seen from 
the west it dates from the year 
1280, and the hall, which is spe- 
cailly threatened, was built long 
before any of the existing halls of 
the Oxford or Cambridge colleges. 

It appears that the western front 
of the castle, which was thought 


really a much less secure founda- 
tion. ‘The walls rest on a thin 
layer of broken freestone, below 
which there is nothing but marly 
shale for a depth of approximate- 
ly twenty-eight feet. The weight 
of the walls and buttresses of the 
hall, which stand almost on the 
verge of the bank, are crushing this 
yielding mass outward toward the 
river.—-[London Answers.

BURBANK, June 29.— With both 
sides in the Burbank annexation 
fight predicting victory by smal! 
margins on the eve of the election 
indications pointed to a big turn- 
out at the polls tomorrow.
